ANNUAL REPORT OF HOME MISSION BOARD. 


© [In presenting our annual report to the Baptist Convention of the 
North Pacific Coast, we desire jirst of all to record our gratitude to God 
for the unanimity of counsel and cordiality of fellowship which have 
prevailed in all our board meetings, als» to recognize with truest expres- 
sions of thankfulness, the goodness and grace of God with which He has 
crowned the Conventional year, for notwithstanding both danger and 
difficulty the work of the Lord has prospered in our hands. In most of 
our churches the message of life has been proclaimed and the mandate of 
mercy has been accepted to the salvation of sinners, the baptism of be- 
lievers, the restoration to fellowship of the back-slidden in heart and the 
knowledge and comfort of saints. 


Second, To say that we deplore most deeply that condition of denom- 
inational affairs, by reason of which the sphere of this board has been 
restricted and its services rendered both inefficient and useless. Through- 
out the entire year the plan of co-operation between this body and the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society has been discontinued. At the 
beginning of our annual work we, the Oregon district, were embarrassed 
by a debt to the New York board amounting to $534.19, not all of which, 
we regret to say, has yet been paid. With the presence of this eneum- 
brance, the discontinuance of the plan of co-operation with the parent 
society, the divided sentiment among our own people as to the method 
and management of our work, the consequent drying up of the brooks of 
beneficence, the absence of an agent in the field who should personally 
present our claims both to individuals and churches, while the attention 
of the missionary churches has very naturally been directed to the 
representative of the Home Mission Society, the prospect of a speedy re- 
districting of our Convention field and the reconstruction of our 
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denominational work in the state, with these things, we have found our- 
selves not only powerless to enlarge the work upon the field, but abso-— 
lutely impotent to respond to the touching appeals that have come to us 
from churches who have been accustomed to receive from us the hand of 
help. 

Thirdly, That for every expression of interest in, provision for, or 
liberality toward this body, on the part of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society in all the years now gone, we forget not to record our 
honest and heartfelt thanks. The retention and snpport of the mission- 
aries on our field within the year now past, should awaken gratitude in 
eyery loyal, loving heart, and with this peon of praise we would fain 
mingle our prayers, that on this grand old society, the mother of us all, 
the divinest blessings of the Great Father may richly and forever fall. 


Fourthly, Out of a debt of $534.19 to the N. Y. Board with which to 
begin the year, the treasurer’s report will show a balance of $172.13 as 
yet unpaid. By personsl appeal, private correspondence and access to 
the columns of the North Pacific Baptist, the board has vainly tried to 
extinguish this small amount. Until our debts are paid we should 
never resolve to die. Our progeny will not bless us for bills unpaid, 
henee our urgent appeal is that we raise this deficit hereand now. When 
this is done we may adjourn, but until then we recommend that no such 
motion pass. 

In conclusion, and for the future, suffer one further word, Into what 
ever relation or condition our coming work may fall, let it be our highest 
ambition, happiest thought and holiest endeavor, ‘‘with all lowliness and 
meekness, with long suffering, forbearing one another in love,” to obtain 
and retain the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace,

REPORT OF HOME MISSION BOARD. 


In making our first report to this body, we would say that as for the 
past, let its dead bury its dead. We would forget the things that are 
behind and press forward to the things which are before. As to our 
work for the coming year, we would call attention, 

First, To the very needy and important fields which will’ very natur- 
ally look to us for aid. Among those within our own borders may be — 
mentioned Astoria Vancouver, Portland, Yaquina Bay, Roseburg, 
Marshfield and many others, 


Secondly, That to provide for the development of our interest at these 
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points, not to mention the support of missionary pastors upon our field, 
will require very large and prompt contributions from all our churches 
and if possible from every member of these churches. In this connec- 

‘tion we most earnestly recommend that every pastor and church will 
adopt some definite plan by which a regular and proportionate offering 
may be made to this most important work; also that a committee of three 
be appointed by this body whose duty it shall be to prepare a report on 
systematic giving to be read at our next annual meeting. 

Thirdly,—That we are not without gratifying hope that co-operation 
with this body on the part of the N. Y. Board will soon be received, and 
that too upon a basis most generous and satisfactory. We would suggest 
that this matter of co-operation with the H. M. S. be left to the discretion 
of the Board with power to act. 

Fourthly, —That in accordance with the request for State Representative 
of the A. B. H. Society at its National Meeting held at Asbury Park in 
May, 1886, three delegates from this convention be chosen to represent us 
in the next National Anniversary of the H. M. Society to be held in 
Minneapolis during May, 1887.

The Convention then listened to Rev, J. C. Baker, repre- 
sentative of the A. B. H. M. S; Mr. E. G. Wheeler, represent- 
ing'A. B. P. Society; Rev. A. D. McMichael, colporteur of 
Publication Society. 

Hey.,T G. Brownson offered the following report on For- 
eign Missions: 

FOREIGN MISSION REPORT. 


Contributions to the American Baptist Missionary Union since our last

Scott of Kingsly, 
2; Collection at Central Association, $10.80; At Grande Ronde Associa- * 
tion, $10.70. Contributions to ‘Dr. Judson’s Fund. Portland §. 8., 
$32.62; E. Portland S. S., $5; Ashland S. S., $5.40; Mt. Taber S. S., $3. 
McMinnville 8. S., $8.40; Pendleton S. S., $5; The Dalles, $6; Amity

According to this report, more than one-half of the churches of Oregon 
have not during the year contributed to the American Baptist Missionary 
Union. Can it be that these are under no obligation to help carry the 
gosple to the heathen world? Some of the churches have reported very 
small contributions. Your committee has no desire to be judge as to 
whether they have done all they ought. The fact that they have contri- 
buted shows a willing mind. 


Now while this showing is not what 1t ought to be, it is an exceedingly 
encouraging one when we remember the general lack of interest in this 
work only a few years ago. Your committee would recognize with pro- 
found gratitude to Almighty God the increased and growing interest on 
the part of the churches of this state in the great work of converting the 
heathen world to Jesus Christ. 


Your committee desires further to call the attention of this Convention 
to three facts. 


1,.—The magnitude of the Foreign Mission work of American Baptists. 
We have now Missions in Burmah, Assam, Telugu, Siam, China, Japan, 
Germany, Sweden, France, Spain, Greece and Africa. Here are planted 
Missions in nations that contain not less than 500,000,000 people. The 
Apostolic policy was to plant Missions in the great commercial centres of 
the heathen world; and in this respect Baptists are worthy successors of 
the Apostles. 


2.—The remarkable success of our Foreign Mission work. Seventy- 
five years ago Judson became a Baptist. Our Foreign Mission work had 
its beginning through him. We now have 236 missionaries in the Foreign 
field, 1,731 native preachers, 1,220 churches and 118,331 church members. 
This is a success that isremarkable. No other denomination has any such 
record as this. Al! other denominations combined have not such a record: 
The success in some of these fields can be described by only one word, 
pentecostal. \ 


3.—The growth of our Foreign Mission work toward self-support. It 
is the testimony of many of our missionaries that the natives contribute 
more liberally for the support of the gospel, in proportion to their means» 
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than do American christians. Our missionaries aim to develop the spirit 
of independence and self-support, and their success in this respect is very 
gratifying. 

In view o: the fact that so many of our churches have not contributed 
to this great work, and in view of the greatness and importance of this 
work, your committee would recommend: 

1.—That each church in this Convention be requested and urged to 
adopt at an early day by action of the church some definite plan or system 
by which there shall be secured at least one annual offering directly for 
the American Baptist Missionary Union. 

2.—That each pastor in this Convention be requested and urged to 
preach frequently upon the great subject of Foreign Missions; especially 
to expound the teaching of the word of God upon this question, and to 


educate his people in the history of our Foreign Mission work.

At 3:30 the interests of the N. P. Baptist were considered. 
A stirring speach was made by the editor Rev. 8. P. Davis, 
The following resolutions were presented by Rev. C. M. Hill 
and unahimously adopted.

Resolved, 1.—That we recognize the importance of the N. P. Baptist as 
a medium of communication between our churches and workers, and as a 
means of disseminating the doctrines of the Bible. 

2.—That we express our confidence in its editor, Rev. S. P. Davis and 
our appreciation of his earnest and successful efforts in giving us so good a 


paper, and that we commend himand his work to the churches on our 


field . 
3.—That we express our gratification at the assurance that this paper is 
soon to be issued semi-monthly, and in view of the increased labor and ex- 
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pense which this undertaking will involve on the part of the editor, thus 
doubling the value of the paper with but little advance in price, we prom- 
ise to do all in our power to secure for it an increased number of sub- 
scribers, and we further recommend that every pastor within our bound 
publicly present the claims of the paper between now and the time of the 
new departure above referred to, as well as frequently thereafter. 


Prof. A. Starr, of Willamette University, and Rev. M. C. 
Wire, Pastor of the M. E. Church of Salem, were introduced 
to the convention. 


The foilowing report of committee on ‘‘Place and Preachers 
was adopted.” 

Your committee to nominate a place and preachers for the next meeting 
of this body, would recomend Oregon City as the place, Rev. C. A. 
Wooddy as the preacher of the annual sermon, Rev. J. W. Osborne as 
alternate; Rev. C. M. Hill the Foreign Mission Sermon, and Rey. G. J. 
Burchett annual sermon on Home Missions, 

The president and clerk were appointed a committee to ar- 
range outline programme for next meeting, 


The committee on temperance and general resolutions re- 
ported as follows:

Your committee on general resolutions respectfully submit 
the following: 


Resolved 1. That in appreciation of the abundant merci2s of God, this con- 
vention pledges itself to greater consecration of prayer, benevolence and 
work. 

2. That the convention is indebted to the Salem church and its pastor 
for their liberal hospitality and untiring services. 

3. That as an earnest expression of our gratitude to the Baptist Home 
Mission Society of New York, we declare our joy at the prospect of re- 
newed co-operation and promise for ourselves and we do recommend to our 
respective churches more general contributions to the society. 
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4. That we delight in the improved condition and prospects of our de- 
nominational paper and commend it to the cordial support of the denomi- 
nation. 

5. That we rejoice at the success attending the efforts of brother and 
sister EH. G. Wheeler ans A. D. McMichael in the general Sunday School 
and colporteur work. 

6. That the Foreign Missionary Service of our Sisters in Christ is a 
matter of gratitude and should excite our emulation. 


7. That our thanks are hereby extended to the citizens of Salem and to 
theO. & C. R. R. Co., andtheO R. & N. Co., for their generous 
courtesies. 


The president and secretary were appointed a committee 
on permanent order of business. 

The various boards were empowered to fill vacancies occur- 
ring in their respective bodies. 

The secretary was to collect money from the churches to 
pay for the minutes and to draw on the treasury for the bal- 
ance. 

Rey. C. A. Wooddy and E. G. Wheeler were appointed 
visiting delegates to the Eastern W. T. and Northern I. T. 
Convention. Rev. J. Q. A. Henry and J. M. Haskell to the 
Puget Sound Association. 

Bro. E. G. Wheeler was appointed a committee on general 
statistics. 

Adjourned with the benediction. 

FRIDAY EVENING. 

Session began at 7 o’clock with a praise and thanksgiving 
service. At its close Rev. J. C. Richardson was called upon 
to offer a thanksgiving prayer, and to remember especially 
Dr. R. C, Hill of Albany who was reported dangerously ill. 

The report of the committee on education was read by Rev. 
M. L. Rugg, and adopted. 

EDUCATIONAL REPORT. 


To the State Convention of Oregon: 
Your committee on education can report a year of faithful, earnest labor, 
with a fair measure of success. (See report of President of McMinnville. ) 


While the results of the past year’s labors will compare favorable with 
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those that have preceeded, yet it falls far below what we could wish, and 
what as a denomination, we ought to be able to report. 


For this we have nc blame to Jay upon our painstaking, overworked and 
underpaid teachers. On the contrary we believe they have done the best 
they could with the means at their disposal. There have been many diffi- 
culties in the way of placing our institution where it ought to be, but 
none we believe, but what may be met. 

We call your attention to some of these difficulties, and make some sug- 
gestions as to the way of meeting them. The first difficulty “is "the lack 
of a sufficient endowment to properly support our College. This lack has 
crippled our work in many ways. 

1st.—It has prevented our trustees from promptly meeting the financial 
liabilities of the College; and more, it has obliged them, even with the 
strictest economy, to’incur a debt for running xpenses. 

2nd.—lIt has prevented their paying the teachers what they desired and 
what the nature of their labor demanded. 

3rd.—It has prevented the securing of such additions to our corps of 
instructors as are needed for the proper enlargement of our work. These 
things have not only been serious hindrances to our work, but have tended 
to bring it under reproach and alienate those who ought to be friends of 
the institution. In the second place the lack of a library and proper 
chemical and philosophical apparatus has been a serious difficulty we have 
met. The bare statement of this fact is sufficient to show the difficulty 
to all who have ever pursued these studies. A third difficulty is found 
in the apathy of our people toward our denominational work of higher ed- 
ucation. This not only causes our financial embarrassment. but keeps the 
number of our students far below what it is our privilege and duty to have 
asa denomination. Many of our Baptist parents do not give their child- 
ren such educational advantages as their ability and the times demand. 
Others educate theirs at rival institutions, thus helping to build up other 
schools at the expense of their own. ‘These things ought not so to be. 
Other things being equal, Baptist children ought to be in Baptist schools. 
Another difficulty we will soon meet will be the finding of a suitable pres- 
ident for our college. Dr. Anderson, after many years of earnest, faithful 
labor, last spring resigned his position as president. At the request of the 
trustees, he remains with us this year, when his labors cease and we will 
have to find a successor. In view of these difficulties your committee re- 
commend— 

First—That measures be taken for the increasing of the endowment of 
McMinnville College to at least $50,090. y 


Second—That the churches in the bounds of our convention make our 
educational work one of the objects of their benevolence, and that every 
pastor preach at least one sermon a year to his people in the interests of 
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higher education, in which he shall set forth the claims of our college and 
take a collection in her behalf. 


Third—That these contributions, unless otherwise specified, be devoted 
as needed to the running expenses of the school, meeting any deficiency, 
and then to the enlargement of the work. 


Fourth—That we endorse the action of the Board of Trustees in their 
resolution not to incur any further indebtedness for running expenses, 
even though it should cause the closing of the school.

C. A. Wooddy moved the adoption of the report in an 
address on ‘‘The relation of the Churches to the College.” 
The motion to adopt was seconded by Prof. W. J. Crawfoad, 
who made a plea for students. Five minute speeches were 
made by Rev. A. B. Banks, Rev. J. Cairns, J. N. Pearcy, Prof. 
M. G. Lane and others. Pledges for a libaary fund were taken 
amounting to $85.00, and for general expenses $56.10. 

Pro. W.J. Crawford, Rev. J. C. Baker and Rev. A: J, 
Hunsaker were appointed a committee to gather and put in 
order material for a history of our work on the North Pacific 
Coast. 

The convention then adjourned to meet with the Oregon 
City Church, at 2 P. M. on Thursday following the third 
Sunday in Oct. 1887. 

The closing prayer was made by Rev. A. D. McMichael.

MINUTES 


OF THE 


WW. B. F. M. SOCIETY OF OREGON 


The society met for its annual business meeting in the 
vestry of the Baptist church at Salem at 2'0’clock P. M., Oc- 
tober 21st. Mrs. Baker presided, and opened the meeting 
with Scripture reading. Sister Russell of Ashland led in 
prayer. 

A committee on enrollment was appointed, which reported 
nineteen members present, representing eight circles. 


The corresponding secretary made a report of the condition 
of the work through the state, reporting thirteen circles, eight 
mission bands, and fifteen contributing churches outside of 
these. 


The treasurer made her report, which appears in full in 
these minutes. 


The committee on revision of constitution, appointed last 
June, reported, and the amendments were adopted. 


The committee on nominations reported. Mrs. Baker was 
presented again for president, but earnestly requested to be 
excused from further duties in that direction on account of ill 
health. Accordingly Mrs. Warren was elected president, Mrs. 
Henry was elected vice-president, Mrs. Chandler and Mrs. 
Latourette were elected treasurer and corresponding secretary 
and Mrs, Clinton auditor. The same executive board was 
re-elected, dropping the names of Mrs. Hobart, who has 
moved away, and of Mrs. Russ of McMinnville on account of 
poor health. 


The sum of $4.60 was collected toward printing minutes, 
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aud delegates from circles became responsible for any further 
expense. | 


At 2:30 P M. on the 22d the convention adjourned for an 
hour to allow the ladies to present their work in a public 
meeting. Mrs. Baker presided, and read Forty-sixth Psalm. 
After prayer and song, Mrs. Davis of Oregon City presented 
a valuable paper on ‘‘ Children’s Work in Missions.” 


The corresponding secretary then read a detailed report of 
the work, As this, in an abridged form, was ordered printed 
in the convention minutes, it will appear here : 


Onur sisters in Oregon are beginning to understand that in the work of 
Foreign Missions they realize the truth, ‘‘ It is more blessed to give than 
to receive. And while we are but at the beginning of such blessings, let 
us strive to enter in and possess all that may be in store for us. The one 
great hindrance all over the state to the advancement of our cause, is lack 
of information on missionary subjects. We must see to it, each one of us, 
that more such papers as the Helping Hand and Little Helpers and mis- 
sionary leaflets are taken and read. We can influence our various 
pastors to present the subject, and see to it that committees are appointed 
in each church to solicit and obtain subscriptions for these and others. 
Another hindrance is the weakuess and poverty of many; I might say most 
of the home churches. The sisters say, ‘‘ What can we do for foreign 
missions when we ourselves are subjects for missionary effort, and cannot 
sustain pastors on our own fields?” A difficult question, truly, to answer 
to their satisfaction. But to whom little is given from these little will be 
required; just so they do give the little they are able. Because they can 
do but very little does not excuse them from doing that little, and the 
Lord’s work requires sacrifice. 


The fact that we are working for a definite purpose—for our own mis- 
sionary—has given an increased interest all over the field, and we thank 
God that she is making such an efficient and devoted worker among our 
heathen sisters in far-off China. It is indeed a privilege to be allowed to 
thus support such an one; and let us pray often and fervently for her, 
and for the effect of our efforts upon our own lives. \ 


Now for a brief summary of the work: Grand Ronde association has no 
circles, but the cause is represented by Mrs. Estes of Baker City, who | 
contributes $10.00 annually, and procures contributions wherever she can. 
She is working to establish au interest, and says the sisters do feel an in- 
terest in the work but are financially unable to do much, 


The Mt. Pleasant association is under the supervision of Mrs. Walker, 
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who, by means of committees, in each church appointed to solicit money 
has secured contributions from some churches who never before have given 
in this direction. She is beginning a good work there. 


The Eastern Baptist association in Southern Oregon has.a circle of six at 
Lake View, formed by Miss Snelling; she only lately has undertaken the 
work, but contemplates forming a circle also at Goose Lake. She is trying 


- to awaken an interest among the Oregon churches of that association, as 


they never before have done anything in this way. 


Mrs. O. D. Taylor reported The Dalles circle as progressing well, with 
a membership of 15. 


Mrs. Farnham of Ashland reports some churches in the Rogue River 
association, and but one circle—the one at Ashland, The churches are 
poor and few of them with settled pastors. They very much lack inform- 
ation ou missionary subjects. 


Miss Harlow of Springfield is the efficient secretary of the Corvallis asso- 
ciation. She has tried to appoint solicitors in each church, and has suc- 
ceeded in getting three to work. They represent the churches of Vala- 
pooia, Mt. Olivet and Pioneer. fair Oaks church contains two sisters 
who contribute. Springfield contains the only circle, and it numbers 16 
members; it has also a Band of 17 members. Eugen> City has no circle, 
though the one there was formerly large and flourishing. Some sisters 
living there still contribute. Miss Harlow reports 90 pages of letters and 
appeals and postal cards written, besides literature given away. 


The Central association reports through Mrs. Brownson: McMinnville 
and Brownsville have circles, and the former place a band and its college 
a missionary society. The Albany band and Yamhill band also report— 
the former 10 members, the latter 20. Albany has no circle, but annually 
contributes. 


Each church in the Willamette association has a circle. Those at Port- 
land and Oregon City are perhaps the largest. Mrs. Porter is secretary - 
for this association. About sixty-five sisters in the association are identi- 
fied with our work as members of circles—a very small per centage of 
those who are members of our churches. The Portland church has two 
missionary societies for children and young people, and Oregon City has a 
flourishing band. 


I wish to thank, in this public manner, the different associational secre- 
taries fr efficient work, and cheerful furthering of plans for action. The 
duties of corresponding secretary for the state society were new to me, 
and it was with great reluctance that I consented to undertake so respon- 
sible a place. I ask the prayers of all the sisters in oregon, that I may be 
jed and instructed by the Holy Spirit. Since Febuary last, I have written 
56 letters and 40 postals, besides preparing articles and letters for publi- 
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cation in the Baptist, and appeals to associations. I have distributed but 
about 1,000 pages of literature. Quite a good number of The Helping 
Hand, Little Helpers and the Missionary Magazine are taken through the 
state, but very much more should be done in this direction.

OREGON BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


{Reprinted from Tur NortTH PAcIFic BAPTIsT, ] 

Pursuant to call of chairmen of the several State 
Boards, a mass-meeting assembled at McMinnville, June 
9th, ’86, at ten A.m., for the purpose of organizing an Or- 
egon State Convention. 

Meeting called to order by Rey. T. G. Brownson, of Al- 
bany, who was elected temporary chairman; Rev. OC. H. 
Hobart, East Portland, temporary clerk.

On motion adjourned to 4 p. m. 

At the opening of the afternoon session the Committee 
above named presented a Constitution which, after some 
discussion and a few slight changes, was adopted as_fol- 
lows: 

CONSTITUTION. 


Articte I. This organization shall be called the Or- 
egon Baptist Convention. 


Artictp If. The object of this Convention shall be 
to promote, foster and sustain the Missionary and Ed- 
ucational work of Baptists on this field. It shall seek to 
unite our entire denomination in sustaining missionaries, 
aiding feeble churches, promoting Sunday School work, 
and building up the cause of Christian education. 


' Arvicte II. This Convention shall be composed as 
follows: ; 


1. Life members, who shall become such by the pay- 
ment of twenty dollars, at one time, or by four consecut- 
ive annual payments of five dollars each. 


2. Delegates from Baptist churches and Associations 
within the state of Oregon (or contiguous to the same, 
by vote of the Convention). Each church shall be en- 
titled to three delegates, and to one additional delegate 
for each fifty members in excess of one-hundred. Each 
Association shall be entitled to three delegates. 


3. No oneshall be considered a member of this Con- 
vention who is not a member, in good standing, of some 
regular Baptist church. 


Articte IV. The officers of this Convention shall be a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 
They shall be elected at each annual meeting of the Con- 
vention, by ballot, by a majority vote, and shall dis- 
charge the duties incumbent upon such officers. 


Articte V. The annual meetings of this Convention 
shall be held at such place as may be agreed upon from 
time to time, beginning on Thursday following the third 
Sunday in October at 2 p. m. 


Artictr VI, This Convention shall have a Home Mis- 
sion Board consisting of nine members. Three of these 
shall be elected annually, and four shall constitute a quo- 
rum. This Board shall have meetings quarterly, or 
oftener, if necessary, shall have charge of the Missionary 
work of this Convention within the State of Oregon, sub- 
ject to the direction of this body and shall annually make 
a written report to the Convention. 


Articte VII. All missionaries, or agents, under the 
employment of this Convention shall be members in 
good standing of some Baptist church within the Con- 
ventional bounds. They shall be required to teach and 
develop on their respective fields the missionary spirit, 
the support of the ministry, and the importance and 
value of systematic benevolence, and make quarterly re- 


ports of their work to the Board of Missions. 

Articue VIII. At each annual meeting of this Con- 
vention, there shall be appointed an Educational Board 
of five members, whoshall have charge of the education- 
al work of the Convention, in co-operation with the 
Board of McMinnville College. This Board shall arrange 
to occupy one session of the annual meeting of the Con- 
yention in the interest of Christian education. 


Articte TX. At each annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion there shall be appointed a'Foreign Mission Board of 
three members, who shall have charge of the Foreign 
Mission work of the Convention and provide for the joint 
presentation of the work of the Missionary Union and 
the Women’s Foreign Mission work. 


ARTICLE X, Each of these Boards shall be permitted 
to adopt such measures as may be necessary to secure 
the co-operation of other Societies in carrying forward 
their work; providing that such measures shall not, in 
any wise, abridge the independence of this Convention. 


ArticLe XI. Each of the foregoing Boards shall make 
a full report of its work to the Convention at its annual 
meeting. 


ArticLte XII. The officers of this Convention, together 
with the members of the several Boards, shall bold their 
offices until their successors are appointed by the Con- 
vention. 


ArticLE XIII. In the annual minutes of this Conven™ 
tion there shall be embodied as fully as can be obtained, 
the statistics of our denomination within the State together 
with a list of ordained ministers. 


ArticLeE XIV. This Constitution may be amended at 
any annual meeting, by a two-thirds vote, provided 
notice of said amendment shall have been given at the 
annual meeting next preceding. 


The following officers of the Convention were then el- 
ected: President, Rev. T. G. Brownson; Vice-President, 
D. W. Williams; Secretary, A. W. Stanard; Treasurer, - 
Rufus Thompson. 

It was voted that life-members of the North Pacific 
Coast Convention, residing in Oregon, be considered 
life-members of this Convention. 

Rey. Gi J. Burchett, Rev. J. T. Huffand W. H. Thomp- 

son were appointed a committee on nomination of 
Boards. 

Voted that the officers of this Convention be instructed 
to incorporate the same at an early day. 

Rev. M. L. Rugg, Rev. E. Russ, Rey. C. H. Hobart 
were appointed committee on place and programme for 
next meeting of this Convention. 

Conyention adjourned to 8 :30 next morning. 

Thursday morning Convention called to order at 8:30 


o’clock. After devotional exercises, followed by reading 
and approval of minutes, the committee on next session 
reported: Place, Salem; programme, same as prepared 
for Convention of North Pacific Coast. 

The following resolution was adopted: Resolved, that 
we hereby instruct our Board to take such course as in 
its judgment may seem best for the securing of funds 
for the prosecution of our future work. 

The committee appointed for the purpose presented 
the following nominations, all of whom mere duly elect- 
ed:

C. M. Hill, Eugene; Rey. E. Russ, McMinnville; Rey. 
C. W. Rees, McMinnville; Rey. 8. P. Davis, Oregon 
City. 

Foreign Mission Board :-Rey.T. G. Brownson, Albany; 
B. F. Dorris, Eugene; Mrs. J. C. Baker, Salem. 

It was recommended that Rey. A. M. Russell, Rey. C. 
P. Bailey, Rev. E. P. Waltz and Rev. G. W. Black be 
requested to represent their districts by correspondence 
with the Mission Board of this Convention. 


It was voted that the Editor of Taz Norra Paciric 
Baptist be requested to publish the proceedings of this 
Conyention, including the Constitution. A collection of 
$5.50 was then taken to defray cost of extra copies of pro- 
ceedings and expenses of Railroad certificates. Con- 
vention then adjourned till Thursday following the third 
Sunday in next October, the time named in the Consti- 
tution. 
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
